FOX LAKE— Fair skies brought 
a record numberf of boats for the 
summer to Lake county inland 
waters last weekend with several 
mishaps, but no serious injuries 
were reported, according to the 
Chain-O-Lakes Water Patrol. 

John Schimel, chief of the patrol, 
said that the traffic was' heaviest 
on the water so far this season, 
with some minor violations, most of 
them by boaters who did not under- 
stand "no wake" requirements for 
boats in channels and specified 
fishing areas. 

A 16 foot outboard cruiser, owned 
by Elmer R. Dorris, Jr., Chicago, 
settled into two feet of water on 
the shores of Grass Lake Sunday 
after it was damaged in a collision 
with a 14 foot outboard operated 
by Maurice Pitman, .Batava.

WINDOWS IN the front of the 
bakery were blown out and a door 
at the rear was blasted clear across 
the parking lot. 

Young, who was alone in the bak- 
ery at the time, was, not hurt. 

He says he does not remember too 
much of what happened, except 
that he had lit the oven and was 
about to put in some dough for 
baking when the blast took place. 

The bakery and Cermak's office 
were covered with a fine white dust 
from insulation blasted off the oven. 
Glass in a partition to Cermak's 
office at the rear of his part of 
the post office building was broken. 

Fire chief Edgar Simonsen was 
summoned to make sure there was 
no 'fire. People looking into the' 
building in the first few minutes 
after the blast could see little but 
white dust flying around. 

YOUNG SAID he came to the 
bakery about midnight Saturday 
and about 45 minutes later came 
the explosion.

At least one Democratic candidate for Lake County office in the 
November general election is refusing to concede the full slate of county 
offices to the Republicans, 

That would be Donald, T. Morrison, Jr., of Highland Park, whose 
principal law practice is'lti Chicago. 

Morrison, the winner in a two man primary election 
in April, feels that he can unseat State's Attorney Bruno 
W. Sianesajc and is planning an all-out fight against the 
incumbent in the weeks ahead. 

Not widely known in Lake County at the present 
time Morrison is mapping out a campaign that he hopes 
will get his name as well-known as that of Mr. Clean, 
but this is only a part of his campaign strategy. 

The Highland Park candidate feels that Otto Kerner, 
the Democratic candidate for governor will pull a whop- 
ping vote in Lake County, even in the Chain O* Lakes 
region where Governor William G. Stratton can be ex- 
pected to be particularly strong, and that once the voters 
switch over from the GOP candidates they will continue 
right down the line voting for Democrats. 

Morrisin also predicts a heavy Lake County vote for 
Sen. John Kennedy if he is the Democratic nominee for President which 
would also help the Democrats on the county ticket.

Morrison has indicated that he intends to run on the record of the 
state's attorney's office in Lake County over the past several years and 
has inferred that he has plenty of ammunition to use in recommending a 
change in parties in Lake County. 

Morrison's feeling that Kerner will carry a big vote in Lake County is 
shared by many Republican regulars who feel that Gov. Stratton is 
handicapped by the "third term burden", among others. 

Certain it is that Lake County, conceded to the Republicans for many 
years, will be one of the key areas in the coming election with the Demo- 
crats exerting every effort to cut down the GOP margin in this normally 
Republican area. ■,

State Rep. W. J. Murphy has issued a word of caution to the Lake 
County Board of Supervisors regarding a series of dams on the' Des 
Plaines river to protect the area served by the river from floods pointing 
out that Cook County control of the dams would mean that water would 
be backed up in Lake County to protect Cook County property. 

According to Rep Murphy much of the flood damage along the Fox 
River this past spring can be traced to the dams near McHenry which 
kept the water above the normal level and backed it into homes along 
the river above the dams. 

Some safeguards against such action would have to be included in any 
agreement between Lake and Cook counties for damming the river, but 
the creation of reservoirs and ponds in the Forest Preserve District which 
could be used for recreation should be able to prevent flooding when the 
river rises above its normal level. 

Flood control and the development of the forest preserve area should 

go hand in hand.

"Our tracK program was by far 
the best that Antioch has seen. 
There were 46 boys that completed 
the season from the* 69 that report- 
ed early in the spring. 

"If this type of participation 
continuues, the coaching staff in 
track should be enlarged." 

"One thing that the board and 
administration should keep in mind 
as our school grows is that we will 
have to operate more teams and 
squads. It was not too many years 
ago that Antioch high school had an 
enrollment of 300 and at that time 
the athletic program operated as 
many teams and squads as we are 
now operating with an enrollment 
of over 700."
